WELL, IF. YOU HADN'T 
heard this before, prepare for a 
shock. There is no count of any 
sort. The Census Bureau simply 
puts out 300 canvassers On one 
day during the first week of the 
month for a spot check of 25,000 
households scattered in 125 
counties in 42 states. The an- 
swers they get on joblessness, 
part-time work, ‘overtime, etc., 
are shoved into a mechanical 
brain in Washington. The cal- 
culator pro-rates the replies of 
25,000 on the basis of the en- 
tire civilian labor force ‘of 63 
million, and the report is ready 
for the public. 

One can measure the accuracy 
of the count from the fact that 
for New York State, which has 
about a tenth of the national 


civilian labor force, eas 40 


canvassers, scattered over 10 or 


more Ccouities, bring us the re- -

What, in the Bureau's view, 


is an unemployed worker. He 


must be one who ds totally out 


of work, without. even an hour’s .

The Census Bureau, there- 
fore, comes up with all sorts of 
other figures in which persons

in another category. The latest 
report, for example, states that 
the number of persons working 
was actually cut by a full mil- 
lion from December to January, 
but only 510,000 are counted as 
jobless while the other half mil- 
lion, we are ‘told have “quit the 
labor force.” - 

One. fact is sure; whether 
counted as unemployed are out 
of the labor force, a million, it 
is admitted, arent earning 
wages and consumer power has 
been cut by a million jobs with- 
in a month. 

In addition to this million, 


. the Bureau reports that 275,000 


were told they may ceme back 
to work within 30 days. Most 
of us, know, of course, that 
those kinds of prospects for 
work are not always 100 percent 
sure. 


More Weaknesses of 
Dulles’ China Policy 


PRESS REPORTS from Ber- 
lin said last weekend that the 
three Atlantic bloc foreign min- 
isters had decided to weigh 
more carefully Soviet Foreign 
Minister Molotov’s proposal of 
a five-power foreign ministers’ 
meeting. to include Peoples 
China. 

Molotov said such a parley 
could (1) consider the “situation 
in Asia,” and (2) explore the 
possibilities of an expansion of 
East-West trade. 


But such questions were ob- 
vious ones in any meeting in- 
cluding China, even before.
